The greatest mystery vou will he called upon to solve while in a 
form of flesh, the mystery in which are involved all the secrets of the 
mamfested universe, and which only your own higher consc1ousness 
can approach with any certainty of solution, is the mystery of the 


Square—the solid. When man 1s asked to believe that the universe 
is a Solid, and to believe this despite his knowledge of the countless 
visihle and invisiÞble differentiations and grades of matter and energy, 
and of the vast inter-spaces between the heavenly bodies, he 1s 
excusable if he smiles pityingly at what he deems the credulity of 
one who could accept and teach such an evident untenable propos1- 
tion. Despite countless instructions and given analogies explanatory 
of the seven-fold differentiation of matter, force and consciousness 
man must hecome something more than man before the three higher 
ot the seven states or planes—the tetrad—are conceivable by him. 
The best way for one to obtain a synthetic idea of any ahstract 
truth 1s to take a representative form and examine its minutiae. In 
this instance we will take the physical body as an illustration, accept- 
ing the occultist's view of it as a sphere of which the aura is the outer 
wall. In the hook of Revelations you may read that eventually there 
are to be 144,000 of the saved. In one of your private instructions 
vou are told there are 144,000 degrees and orders of the Great White 
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lodge. You may find the same number used in scientific and relig- 
10s literature to establish some point in connection with differentia- 
tion of matter or in prophecy. Whether aware of it or not, the 
writers or teachers of Science and Religion are expressing one aspect 
ot the same great truth, the truth that there are 144,000 aspects of 
Deity 1n manitestation. 

The same enumeration may be applied to the differentiations of 
every cell. organ, hody or part of a body in the visthle universe—the 
various aspects ot-one sohd body, the body of Deity. 

Can vou realize that your blood, your heart, brain and every other 
organ and part oft vour body, and all other bodies are hterally com- 
posed of 144.000 distinct and separate elemental creations ? The inter- 
Stices hetween these elemental forms are occupied by the same num- 
her of lesser torms of hte which form another state of matter ; and 
Still another <tate of matter 1s formed of yet more minute forms 
of life which fill the interstices between these lesser forms, and which 
are sometimes termed etheric or inter-etheric states of matter. 

\\ hat vou do not yet know 1s that you will sometime have to $0 
IClentifv your conscliousness with the elemental hives now developing 
in your own bodv as to enable you to know. their purpose, function 
and composition, and nnally to direct their evolution according to the 
dictates of the Divine Will within you. 

In its nature the substance of your aura 1s identical with that of 
the aura of every planet and sun.

all the substance within your auric sphere has been raised to its high- 
est poss1Þhle rate of vibration ; when you—the real you—-<shall have 
become a sun—a rachating center of life. 

The present tneory oft the atomic constitution of matter enables 
the thinker to postulate a unrverse which comes close to being a solid, 
tor he can people the apparent spaces between visible forms with 
atoms. But this does not satisfty him. He can go still further and 


people the inter-atomic spaces with 1ons of electrical force, but hnds 
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he cannot stop there. Eventually he reaches the conclusion that there 
must be a <state of indivisthle substance and this indivisible substance 
we claim to be the sohd universe—spirit in manifestation first as 
mind and secondly as matter.

all the stars and planets belonging to a solar system are indrawn, and 
the held of space wherem they had previously appeared 1s empty $0 
rar as outer vison 1s concerned. The linga sharira—astral form of 
each lving thing—somewhat comparable to a skeleton or pattern, 
alone remains on a <ub-astral plane during the pralaya. As no light 
or heat can reach the field of space referred to during the pralava no 
living thing could appear within it until the new impulses from the 
d1vine builders reach the quiescent atomic Souls and incite them 
to action. The astral forms would not he dead in a literal sense; for 
there 15 no death. But apart from the atomic substance they would 
have no consclousness of hfe. 

\\ hen the pralaya was passed and a revived sun was again pour- 
ing torth its heat and light the awakened <parks would begin to put 
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on their outer clothing, or form. Slowlv the stars and planets would 
again bring torth all torms of nature, the processes of evolution 
would continue, and eventually man would appear, but in a more 
Mghly evolved state of matter than in previous hves. It must he 
remembherecd that these changes as enumerated take place during the 
ftirst halt of one day of Brahma. The order 1s reversed during the 
last halt—the mght—ot the same age. 

The hght-torch 1s a symbol of kama-manas—the union of the 
principles ot desire and mind and also of vital electric force.

The British government takes fifty thousand milhions of dollars 
and destrovs it. In so doing it enriches the laborers of London and 
New York. Why? Where was that fifty thousand millions before 
those laborers got ome of it 2 Who had it 2 Where will it he when 
the war 1s over? Are we to begin saving; economizing, building-up, 
once more, and in the process to impoverish our working class and 
fill the country with unemploved? Tf so, God keep the war going !
